W. Taylor, chief constructor of the 
navy, was chairman. 
To some extent the recommenda­ 
tions of the board already have been 
carried out, but only in cases of ships 
which would have been eliminated 
from the active list regardless of the 
outcome of the Washington confer­ 
ence Two obsolete battleships have 
since been sold to contractors who 
ara breaking them up for salvage of 
old metal, four having been disman­ 
tled and being offered for sale for 
similar disposition and the old Iowa 
was used as a target for the Missis­ 
sippi’s new fourteen inch batteries. 
The Taylor board recommennded 
that the hulls of four new ships on 
navy yard ways 
be 
sold “on the 
stocks” for old metal, that two oth­ 
ers, building under contract in pri­ 
vate yards, “be cut up under pres­ 
ent contracts and the scrap be dispos­ 
ed of” and that all other ships be 
sold to the highest bidder who would 
be required to give a bond guarantee­ 
ing compliance with the terms of the 
treaty. 
On the financial side, operation of 
the treaty apparently means a saving 
of about 
$48,000,000 to the United 
States. 
Official estimates prepared 
by the bureau of yards and docks 
place the total expenditures to date 
on the eleven new ships at approxi­ 
mately $94,000,000 
against 
a com­ 
pleted cost of $142,000,000. 
Referring to plans for settlement 
of contracts and sub-contracts, the 
Taylor board tentatively estimated 
that the cost 
to 
the 
government 
would be around $70,000,000. 
Under the terms of the treaty, six 
months from the exchange of ratifi­ 
cation with permit for “scrapping” 
the naval units which were to be 
eliminated. 
The navy department 
has interpreted this clause to mean 
that the ships must be rendered ut­ 
terly unserviceable for offensive or 
defensive 
operations within 
that 
period and must me actually dismem­ 
bered within 18 months of the day 
the treaty comes into effect. 


Carry Mine’s Output Through Tunnel. 
An eastern coal company, in open­ 
ing up three new mines situated close 
together, was confronted with the 
problem of transporting the output to 
a river four and a quarter miles away, 
with steep and rugged hills Interven­ 
ing. 
A railroad around the hills or 
one through appeared to be too expen­ 
sive in first cost and in operation, so 
it was decided to bore a small tunnel 
through the hills and convey the coal 
on a series of belts, as shown In the 
Popular Mechanic* Magazine. 
The distance of four and a quarter 
miles, in which there is a rise of 300 
feet, will he made with 20 conveyors 
in series, each delivering the coal to 
tho one ahead. 
At the loading end, 
the belt will be five feet wide for re­ 
ceiving the coal direct from the mine 
cars as they are hoisted up the shaft, 
and will carry the coal 3,r>00 feet to 
the next conveyor, which will be four 
feet wide. 
The unloading belt at the 
river will be four feet wide, and will 
deliver to four or six other belts, 
which 
discharge the coal 
through 
chutes Into barges.

Victory For Poincare. 


PARIS, July 7.—That part of the 
Washington naval 
accords dealing 
with limitations of armaments and 
capital ships, which created 
the 
most bitter opposition in French par­ 
liamentary and political circles the 
past year, wras jammed through the 
French chamber of deputies today in 
record time by the Poincare-Briand 
alliance. 
The half hearted opposi­ 
tion from the Socialists and com­ 
munists was 
completely 
swamped 
and te treaty w*as adopted, 460 votes 
to 106. 
The 
arguments 
employed 
by 
Premier Poincare and Former Pre­ 
mier Briand were that France had 
been treated with the utmost fair­ 
ness at Washington, that limitation 
of, armaments w’as temporary so far 
as capital ships 
w’ere 
concerned, 
that there was complete liberty of 
action by France in the building of 
light cruisers, torpedo boatj, destroy­ 
ers, and submarines and that Fran­ 
ce’s fleet w’as essentially a defensive 
one, the speakers pointing out that 
the country did not need battleships 
as offensive weapons. 
“We resp Hided to President Hard­ 
ing’s Invitation in the spirit 
with 
w’hich it was extended ;our sacri­ 
fices were not heavier than those of 
the other nations participating in 
the conference.” 
Tie w’as the reply of M. Briand 
when he was accused by the com­ 
munists of having “surrendered the 
interests of France.” 
Premier Foincare and M. Briand 
had the chamber so w’ell in hand 
that at no time did it look as though 
the necessity might arise of making 
it a question of confidence, a favor­ 
able vote being assured as soon as 
M. Guernier, reporter for the foreign 
affairs committee, abandoned 
the 
reservations contained in his report. 
After the vote 
tho feeling 
was 
freely expressed by many deputies 
in the lobbies that “this is not a 
moment to haggle over details with 
the United States.” 
M. Berthon, communist, made a 
bitter attack on M. Briand in 
the 
course of the debate because the for­ 
mer premier “did not take the op­ 
portunity at any session to obtain 
arbitration of land armaments.” 
M. Briand, Premier Poincare and 
M. Harriut of the French delegation 
to the Washington conference, took 
the communists to task for ostensi­ 
bly advocating 
complete 
disarma­ 
ment and at the same time refusing 
to join in efforts to arrive at dis­ 
armament gradually.

SCARSDALE, N. Y., July 7.—Sus­ 
picion today fastened upon a ragged, 
penniless tramp and a negro with a 
bloody purse as authortles scoured 
the countryside for the murderer of 
D< rothy Kaufmann, governess from 
the Mennonite 
colony in Westover, 
Md., who was hacked to death in the 
Scarsdale home of Magruder Craig­ 
head last Tuesday. 
The tramp, riding a bus between 
White Plains and Dobbs Ferry, boast­ 
ed to the driver 
that 
he 
was a 
“slasher” and recently had cut up a 
state trooper in a knife battle. The 
driver told the police about it and to 
them the wayfarer, giving the name 
of Anthony (Ton) Amundsen, admit­ 
ted he was homeless, out of w’ork, 
and had slept under the stairs within 
a mile of the Craighead home the 
night of the murder. 
Led to the little home where the 
governess 
w’as 
slain, 
Amundsen 
cooly surveyed the place, handled the 
blood 
stained 
butcher 
knife and 
stoutly denied all knowledge of the 
crime. 
Later he broke down and 
wept but did not reveal anything. 
Detectives w’ere not satisfied with 
the tramp’s story, saying he contra* 
dieted himself several times. He was 
taken to jail for further investiga­ 
tion as a suspected person. 
The negro was “Charlie,” employ­ 
ed as a handy man by Howard F. R. 
Mulligan, a New York attorney who 
lives near the Craighead home. 
“Charlie” wTas hired 
Wednesday 
morning, Mr. Mulligan 
told 
detec­ 
tives. He said the negro showed him 
a blood stained purse, explaining it 
had belonged to a brother killed in 
the w’orld war. 
The negro was grilled for several 
hours at the Mulligan home but his 
questioners did not reveal what they 
had learned. 
It was disclosed by an autopsy be­ 
fore the body w’as taken to the girl’s 
former home for burial that she had 
not been assaulted.

THIEVES RANSACKED 
THE DEATH CHAMBER 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, July 7.—Even the anci­ 
ent death chamber of Wilhelm I in 
the old imperial palace on Unten den 
Linden has not proved immune from 
the wave of thievery now sweeping 
ovr Berlin. 
A thief broke into the room the 
other night by smashing a window 
and escaped with a number of valu­ 
able mementoes, among which was a 
gold plated silver communion ser­ 
vice, including the flagon, goblet and 
plate. 
Among other things 
taken 
were an oil painting of Wilhelm’s 
sister-in-law the late Queen Elizabeth 
of Prussia: a golden hilted dagger 
set with pearls: several costly walk­ 
ing sticks and bronze broken from 
the frame of a large mirror. 
The incident brought to light how' 
little this palace is known to the 
people of Berlin. 
The police report­ 
er who was covering the 
robbery, 
obliged to wait outside the building 
for permission to enter, utilized the 
time by trying an experiment with 
passers-by. 
Out of nine 
persons 
whom he asked where the Palace of 
Wilhelm I was, only one actually 
knew. Four of the people questioned 
were foreigners. 
The old palace lies just opposite 
the main buildings of the university 
of Berlin and a short distance from 
the 
former 
imperial 
castle. 
The 
castle overshadows the modest pal­ 
ace greatly and is often mistaken 
for the palace itself. 
Just off Unter den Linden, In a 
building also recently looted, ‘s the 
famous corner window from which 
the eider Wilhelm u*ed to watch his 
crack troops goosestep 
to 
guard 
mount 
every 
afternoon. 
Many 
Americans 
and 
other 
foreigners 
were among the crowds which gath­ 
ered outside daily in those times 
to catch s glimpse of the old cm- 
* peror standing at the window, 


The unfairness to the farmer of

would

cates which he could sell or usa 
for bank leans. 
Restricted Credit 
In that provision allowing for 
Government loans only up to half 
the average value for twenty-flve 
years Mr. Foster finds particular ! 
weakness 
In 
the 
scheme. 
He 
points out that prices have risen 
so high since 1896 that the farmer 
could borrow on most products 
much less than half the present 
value of the products—much less, j 
In fact, than he could borrow di- j 
re d ly from the banks. 
Loans on 
the other half the value, which I 
w'ould be on virtually a second 
mortgage basis, he says, would not 
be desirable f<w the banks. 
“The plan is not fair even to 
farmers: 
it involves unjust dis­ 
crimination,- 
Mr. 
Foster 
says. 
“The Edison plan fixes the loan 
values of all products absolutely, 
uniformly and arbitrarily. 
It ig­ 
nores the relative prospects of dif­ 
ferent commodity markets. 
Only 
j 
by the merest chance would such 
a method give a fair loan valua­ 
tion. 
Fifty per cent of the aver­ 
age price for the previous twenty- 
five years would be too high for 
some commodities and too low for 
most of them. 
With such details 
the Edison plan is not concerned. 
Banks Fairer to Farmer* 
“The general 
practice of 
the 
banks is not only fairer to farm­ 
ers, but it is sounder business. 
There is no Justification for basing 
the loan value of anything upon 
average 
prices 
in 
past 
years. 
Sound banking practice looks to 
the future. 
A bank—for the pro­ 
tection of its depositors, lf for no 
other 
reason — must 
consider 
above everything the prospects of 
getting its money back. 
And a 
farmer’s prospects of repaying a 
loan from the sale of his product 
depend entirely on future prices, 
not at all on past prices. 
Last 
year’s runs do not count In this 
year’s game.” 
As to the claim that the Edison 
plan would curb speculation in 
farm products, Mr. Foster says: 
“There is nothing In the Edison 
plan that would tend to abolish 
speculation. 
Even after the farm­ 
er had stored his products and ob­ 
tained a loan from the Govern­ 
ment, he would still be free to sell 
his products outright to specula­ 
tors. 
The farmer would have all 
the inducements to sell that he 
bas today, and speculators would 
have all the inducements to buy. 
“Clearly, then, the Edison plan 
would not provide a money that Is 
sounder 
than 
gold 
money: 
it 
would not provide a money less 
subject to fluctuation In value;‘ it 
would not enable farmers to ob­ 
tain larger loans than they can 
now obtain; it would not divorce 
agriculture from the banking sys­ 
tem; and it would not eliminate 
speculation in farm products. *

Some Cases Lest Track of 
By “Double-Shuffle” 
Court Procedure.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 7.— 
Many convicted 
criminals 
are 
at 
larce in Missouri and have 
never 
served any of their sentences 
be­ 
cause of a type of ‘‘double-shuffle” 
court procedure—that of gaining lib­ 
erty by an appeal bond and then hav 
ing the appnal delayed—according to 
Attorney General Jesse W. Barrett, 
who declared that he will immediate­ 
ly undertake a campaign to stamp 
cut the practice and bring persons 
now at liberty to justice. 
So far as is known this 
Is 
the 
first time that an Attorney General 
of Missouri has initiated 
such 
a 
movement and tho result may be 
the discovery cf a considerable num­ 
ber of cases which were lost sight 
of by the local authorities due to the 
peculiar provisions of the law relat­ 
ing to criminal appeals, the Attorney 
General believes. 
Instructions have been 
sent 
to 
each of tile prosecuting attorneys of 
th . Ii i counties of the state by th^ 
Attorney General, pointing out that 
by this practice in criminal procedure 
it has been possible for convicted 
men to postpone 
indefinitely 
the 
serving of their sentences. Appeals 
to the Supreme Court are frequently 
started and never completed, the let­ 
ter explains, and the result is that 
the Supreme Court and the Attorney 
General have no knowledge that the 
appeal has been begun, yet the lo­ 
cal authorities Ione 
track 
cf 
the 
v ise. believing that it is en its way 
t > final decision by 
the Supreme 
Court. 
With the passage of a few 
years, and the consequent change in 
county officials, the case may be 
lost track of altogether and the con­ 
victed person will meanwhile be at 
large on his appeal bond, thus escap­ 
ing the penitentiary, according 
to 
the Attorney General. 
Speaking of the matter Attorney 
General Barrett said: “I have 
un- 
eathed 
a 
number 
cf 
instances 
where men convicted several years 
ago have remained at large on ap­ 
peal bonds, although not perfecting 
their appeal to the Supreme Court 
within the year allowed by law for 
that purpose. My further investiga­ 
tion has persuaded me that in some 
counties criminal lawyers have made 
deliberate use of this trick. 
I am 
asking tho prosecuting attorneys to 
check the court dockets as far back 
as necessary to discover all of these 
cases and I will then show them 
the way in which the practice can 
be stamped out. 
“Starting the appeal removes the 
jurisdiction from the 
local 
court. 
The Supreme Court, however, and 
consequently my office, have no way 
of obtaining information about the 
case until the appeal is completed 
and the papers filed with the clerk 
of the Supreme Court. If the prose­ 
cuting attorneys will send me the 
local records I ani asking for, I can 
have the Supreme Court dismiss all 
of the incomplete appeals which are 
more than a year old, and the cases 
will then be remanded to the local 
courts so that they may order the 
convicted parti© sent to prison.” 
Attorney General Barrett declined 
to express an opinion as to the num­ 
ber of cases which might be unearth 
ed by is campaign. 
Ile said that 
te condition in each county depend­ 
ed upon the vigilance which 
had 
been shown in the past by the local 
officers.

SILVER TREASURES 
ARE TO BE SOLD 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, July 7.—Great interest 
has been aroused in Germany by the 
recent announcement from 
Gmun- 
den, Austria, that the Guelfs silver 
treasures held by the Duke of Cum­ 
berland—said to be the most valu­ 
able silver collection In the world— 
is to be sold. 
The 78 year old duke, is a son of 
the last king of Hanover, George V. 
who died an exile in Paris in 1873. 
He is also the father-in-law of Vic­ 
toria Louise, the Prussian princess, 
the only daughter of Wilhelm 
II., 
former kaiser, now an exile In Hol­ 
land. The duke bears the title of a 
Royal Prince of Britain and Ireland. 
The House of Cumberland assem­ 
bled two valuable 
collections 
of 
treasures, one of which, the Guelfs 
fund, played a prominent role in the 
strugle between the 
Hohenzollern 
and 
Hanoverian 
dynasties 
when 
Hanover died withg Austria in the 
Austro-Prussian war of 186<5. 
This 
collection comprises churchly 
pos­ 
sessions and are not involved in the 
present sale. 
In the other collection, 
part 
of 
which is now going under the ham­ 
mer, are works of art by English, 
French and German master silver­ 
smiths of the period from 1500 to 
1580. 
The Austrian government protest­ 
ed against th sale on the ground that 
it is likely to involve a violation of 
the federal law prohibiting art treas­ 
ures leaving the country. The duke 
thereupon explained that he 
was 
selling only articles of practical 
value, such as table services, cutlery, 
cups, vases and luxurious 
silver 
chairs and tables. 
The articles to be sold have an 
estimated value of two billion Aus­ 
trian kronen.

Prof. J. R. Cooper, horticulturalist, 
of the University of Arkansas, will 
talk on various phases of orchard soil 
management of vital interest to fruit 
growers.

United States Entomology Labora­ 
tory will present a paper on spraying 
and spray mixtures. Representatives 
of the department of entomology of 
the University of Missouri and rep­ 
resentatives of the Fruit Experiment 
Station will also talk on subjects per­ 
taining to fruit production.

7.—One 
of the 
standing jokes of the English news­ 
papers 
is 
that 
Americans 
come 
abroad in the tourist season princi­ 
pally to drink and dance. This little 
pleasantry is becoming 
very 
shop­ 
worn to Americans who live here and 
who know that the great majority 
of travelers from the United States 
come here now for the same reason 
they have always crossed the Atlan­ 
tic—to see the sights. 
Some well-meaning 
London shop 
keepers and others 
started 
during 
the off-season 
what they 
called 
a 
“brighter London movement” one of 
its purposes was to have the amuse­ 
ment places, particularly the dancing 
resorts, kept open later than hereto­ 
fore, and to have the license hours 
prolonged for the hotels and restau­ 
rants which maintain cabaret shows. 
All this was to have been done for 
the special benefit of Americans. 
But the “Brighter London Move­ 
m ent” has been wasted as far as 
Yankee tourists are concerned.

To the Board of Trustees of the Se­ 
dalia Public Library. 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to submit to you 
the twenty-eighth annual report of 
the Sedalia Public Library tor the 
year ending ArrM 30, 1923. 
A few years ago there were 
two 
popular ideas of a 
Public 
Library. 
One was that of an institution used 
entirely by novel readers and chil­ 
dren, and the other was that of a 
place where only a 
student, 
who 
wished to do the deepest research 
work w'ould care to penetrate. 
That 
these conceptions are rapidly chang­ 
ing is shown by a visit to the Library 
during the busy hours of a winter 
afternoon. 
Here are a few of the 
people who visited the library during 
a short space of time one day. 
There were teachers, a newspaper 
man, an auto salesman, farmers, rail­ 
road men, a school principal, a min­ 
ister, a club woman, a bookkeeper, a 
physician, a merchant and others. 
The subjects upon which they seek 
information are as varied 
as they 
themselves. One man wants to know 
the peach crop of Missouri; another 
wants an article on 
cooperative 
tanning; the vital problems confront­ 
ing America; why judges wear black 
robes; the amount of the war debt; 
what newspapers are 
published in 
the United States; when is the tin 
wedding anniversary; games suitable 
for a Sunday School picnic and m an y 
others. 
So many and so varied are the 
questions asked, buth at the desk 
and over the telephone, that it is al­ 
most impossible to keep any accur­ 
ate count of them, but it is estimated 
that over five thousand are answered 
a year. 
Book Department—Books and still 
more books is the constant demand 
that is never satisfied. The curtailed 
power of the book fund, because of 
the high prices of books; tile short 
life of a book, because of its inferior 
binding and the poor paper; the hard 
wear of the book due to the circula­ 
tion; have affected our book collec­ 
tion. 
Last year a large number of books 
in the School 
Duplicate 
Collection 
were so badly worn that they had to 
be cancelled, so an unusual propor­ 
tion of our fund hack to go toward 
buying books for the schools. 
We were fortunate in having 1G7 
books given to us, and as most of 
these were fiction they were very 
useful. 
62 volumes were added by 
binding and 943 new books were pur­ 
chased. 
It was necessary to with­ 
draw 430 volumes so our total collec­ 
tion now numbers 23,206. 
In order to preserve the useful­ 
ness of each book as long as possible, 
special pains are 
taken 
with 
the 
mending. 
Prompt 
attention 
often 
saves the book, allowing it to circu­ 
late many more times than it would 
ordinarily. 
This year our 
records 
show that 5,816 were mended. 
424 books were bound, and as it is 
impossible to buy a new book for the 
price of a bound volume it is a great 
saving to have each one bound for 
which there is still demand, rather 
than to buy a new copy. 
Reference 
Department—Debates, 
club programs, school 
assignments 
and the desire for miscellaneous in­ 
formation cause most use of our re­ 
ference department. To an unusual 
degree we have used the larger libra­ 
ries to supplement our collection 
when special 
books 
were 
needed. 
And as the large libraries have help­ 
ed us with their loans, so we have 
tried to assist the smaller libraries 
who may call on us as well as any 
individuals who live in the neighbor­ 
ing towns. 
A valuable addition has been made 
to our reference collection in Hast­ 
ings’ Encyclopaedia of Religian and 
Ethics. 
Although this Set has been 
in the library such a short time, it 
has already been consulted so often 
that its usefulness is assured. 
Tho Sorosis room is as always in 
great demand for Sorosis met regu­ 
larly there as usual through the year 
as well as the two Teachers* Exten­ 
sion Courses. 
Circulation—The total circulation 
for last year was 104,552, while that 
for the Main Library alone was 80,- 
814. 
The 
circulation for the 
two 
drug stores was 3,810 and that for 
the schools was 19,928. 
The Public Library is fundamen­ 
tally an educational institution and is 
in fact, or should be, the great uni­ 
versity of the people. 
As an educa­ 
tional institution, the library should 
circulate books of a serious and sub­ 
stantial character as well as the lat* 


as usual and books were circulated 
but for a while it was Impossible to 
reach certain shelves, thus interfer­ 
ing somewhat with the circulation, 
j For a w’eek the Reference Room was 
j closed to the public and many ques- 
| tions had to be kept until it was 
i possible to go into the room.

Inventory—Every 
year an Inven- 
j tory is taken of all the books that 
are in the library.

sidered lost. This year we found that 
18 had been lost and were paid for, 
j 25 had to be destroyed because they

were contagious diseases and 387 had 
j to be withdrawn because they were 
I either lost or had been worn out too 
J badly to be of any more use.

W ASHINGTON, July 7.—In terfer­ 
ence by different radio transm itting 
stations, the bane of the radio opera­ 
to r’s existence, m ay be largely elim 
inated as a result of a series of ex­ 
perim ents conducted by physicians

Standards. 
The experim ents deal w ith 
two 
m ain factors, directional 
antennae 
for transm itting and receiving, and 
the use of exceedingly sm all wave 
lengths. 
W ith few exceptions radio com 
m unication has been conducted 
on 
wave lengths of not less than 200 
m etres, and there has been com para­ 
tively 
little 
experim entation 
on 
shorter lengths. 
The B ureau experi­ 
m enters are using a wave length of 
only ten m etres. 
The directional antennae used sup 
ply virtually th e sam e principles in­ 
volved 
in 
th e 
searchlight. 
The 
w aves from a sm all generating set 
are reflected by a parabolic reflector 
of hanging w ires, and ju st as 
the 
searchlight sends a narrow beam of 
light in parallel lines for a long dis­ 
tance, so does the parabolic reflector 
collect and send out in alm ost par­ 
allel lines the radio im pulses. 
At 
least 75 percent of the radiated pow­ 
er is said to be confined to an angle 
of 40 degrees. 
The apparatus as constructed Is 
sm all, but strong signals have been 
received from it a t a distance of two 
miles, using a single turn coil an­ 
tenna six inches in diam eter. 
The 
advantage of using 
short 
length 
waves is said to lie in the fact th at 
short wave stations can be m ore eas­ 
ily “tuned out” than those employing 
lengths in the hundreds or thous­ 
ands of m eters.
